An  Aft  lupplemencary  to  the  act 
intituled  **  An  aft  concerning 
the  diltrict  of  Columbia." 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
+f  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  circuit  courts  for  the  Diftrict  of  Co- 
lumbia, fli all  be  and  they  are  hereby  vef- 
ted  with  the  fame  power  refpecting  con- 
ftables,  infpectors,  and  the  infpection  of 
tobacco,  and  fljur,  furveyors,  mills,  high- 
ways and  ferries,  for  the  county  of  Alex- 
andria, as  have  heretofore  been  verted  in 
the  county  courts  of  the  commonweu'th 
of  Virginia  ;  and  in  the  county  of  Waih- 
ington,  the  fame  power  and  authority  as 
Viave  been  heretofore  exercifed  by  the 
county  and  levy  courts  of  the  llatc  of 
Maryland;  with  power  to  appoint  to  all 
other  offices  necelTury  for  the  laid  diltrict 
under  the  laws  of  the  re  p  -ctive  liatcs  o' 
Maryland  and  Virginia  :  And  all  oncers 
for  whom  no  fpecial  provwion  is  made  oy 
this  aft,  or  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  l'up 
ptanent,  {hall  receive  the  lame  fees  id 
I  emoluments  as  they  have  respectively  re- 
ceived under  the  juiifdictioii  of  tilte  let- 
pctive  ftates. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That 
all  indictments  (hail  run  in  the  n»me  of 
the  United  States,  and  conclude,  ag  i  i 
the  peace  and  government  thereof.  And 
all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeiture*  accru- 
ing under  laws  of  the  ftatei  ol  A  trylaad 
and  Virginia,  which  hy  ad  '  ion  h  >  -  -- 
come  the  laws  of  this  dilln  'ha'i  I  - 
covered  with  cofts,  bv  in<!: 
formation  in  the  name  oftl  ^.s 
or  by  action  of  debt,  in  the  oamt  the 
United  States  and  of  '!v<  informer  ;  one 
half  of  which  fine  fliall  accrue  10  the  U- 
nited  States,  anj  th«  other  hal|  tp  the 
informer  ;  and  the  Laid  fi.ies  lhall  b*  col- 
lected by  or  paid  to  the  marfhal,  and 
one  half  thereof  fhall  be  by  him  paid  o- 
ver  to  the  Board  of  Commilfioners  herein 
after  eftabliflied,  and  die  other  half  to  the 
informer;  and  the  marfhal  fliall  have  the 
fame  power  regarding  their  collection, 
and  be  fubject  to  the  Line  rules  and  re- 
gulations as  to  the  payment  thereof,  as 
the  fherilTs  of  the  refpective  rtates  of  .Ma- 
ryland and  Virginia  are  fubject  to  i:i  re- 
lation to  the  fame. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That 
all  felonies  committed  within  the  county 
of  Alexandria, fliall  be  punifhed  in  the  fame 
manner  as  fuch  crimes  were  punifliable 
by  the  laws  of  Virginia  as  they  exited 
prior  to  the  year  one  thc#fand  feven  hun- 
dred and  ninety  fix  ;  and  the  Circuit 
Court  for  the  faid  county  of  Alexandria 
lhall  poflefs  and  exercife  the  fame  powers 
and  jurifdiclion  civil  and  criminal,  as  is 
now  poffelTed  and  exercifed  by  tac  ditrict 
courts  of  Virginia. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enaeled,  That 
the  magilb  ates  tohe  appointed  for  the  did 
diftricl,  fhall  be  and  they  are  hereby  con- 
ftituted  a  Board  of  Commi'Jioncrs  within 
their  refpective  counti.es  auidftjall  poflefs 
and  exercife  the  fame  powers,  perform, 
the  fame  duties,  receive  the  fame  fees 
and  emoluments,  as  the  levy  courts  or 
cominilTioners  of  county  fot  the  rtate  of 
Maryland  poffefs,  perform  ana  receive  : 
and  the  clerks  and  collect  r  s  to  he  by 
chem  appointed,  fliall  be  ful'i-;T  t0  tne 
fame  laws,  perform  the  fame  duties,  pof- 
1'es  the  fame  powers,  and  receive  the 
fame  fees  and  emoluments  as  the  clerks 
and  collectors  of  the  countv  tax  for  the 
flute  of  Maryland  are  entitled  to  receive. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  clerks  of  the  circuit  court,  fliall  with- 
in their  refpective  ditricts  be  bound  to 
perform  the  fame  duties,  refpecting  the 
recording  of  deeds  ami  all  other  Cervices, 
and  fliall  receive  the  fame  fees  and  emo- 
luments for  the  fame  (except  in  thofe  ca- 
fes provided  for  in  the  ninth  fection  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  a  fupplement)  as 
are  now  performed  and  received  by  the 
clerks  ofthe  counties  of  the  refpective 
j   (btes  of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 
1       Sec.  6.  Ar.  I  b:  it  ftrler  cnaclcd,  That 
!  in  all  cafes  where  the  coiftitution  or  laws 
of.  the  United  States  pro/ide  that  crimi- 
'  nalsancl  fugitives  from  jtftice, or  perions 
held  tolauar  in  any  ftat«  escaping  into  an- 


other flat*,  Avail  be  deli  vered  Up,  the  chief 
jultite  of  the  faid  diltrLt  lhall  he, and  he  is 
hereby  empowered  and  required  to  caufe 
to  be  apprehended  and  delivered  up  fuch 
criminal,  fugitive  from  juflice,  or  perfous 
fleeing  from  lervice,  as  the  cafe  idly  he, 
who  fliall  be  found  within  the  ui'liict,  in 
the  fame  manner  and  under  the  fame  re- 
gulations as  the  cxecu'ive  authority  of 
the  feveral  ilates  are  rci.uireu  to  uo  the 
fame;  and  all  executive  and  judicial  offi- 
cers are  hereby  required  to  ohev  all  law- 
ful precepts  or  other  praeeis  illued  for 
that  purpofe  and  to  be  aiding  ami  abiding 
in  fuch  delivery. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  encc'-ed,  that 
it  fhali  be  lawful  for  the  Iheriffs  ;.nd  col- 
lectors of  public  dues  for  the  counties  uf 
Montgomery  and  Prince  George <,t  in  the 
ftateof  Maryland,  and  for  the  fliciiffs  of 
Fairfax  county  in  the  commonwealth  of 
Virginia,  and  they  fliall  refpeetively  have- 
full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
thofe  parts  of  the  now  diftrict  of  Columbia, 
which  wi-re  heretofore  within  the  limits 
of  their  refpective  bailiwicks,  for  the  pur- 
pofes  of  collectingby  diilrefs  or  otherwkfe, 
as  they  were  heretofore  authorifed  to  cio, 
all  officers  fees,  ilate  taxes 8c county  taxes, 
levies  fines  and  other  public  dues  which 
were  due  on  the  firft  moudav  of  December 
one  thoufand  eight  hundred,  and  Aid  re- 
main uncollected  from  perfons  refilling  or 
having  property  fubjeel  tothe  payment  of 
fuch  officers  fees,  date  taxes  and  county 
taxes  and  levies  within  the  laid  diltrict'; 
and  all  difputesor  controvcrfies  that  door 
may  Mtfc :  between  fuchflierifl"  or  collect- 
or, and  the  perf  r\r  perfons  from  whom 
'  .ortluy  i-  .y  .y.im  fuch  public  dues, 
shall  be  cognizable  before  and  tried  by  the 
refpective  flate  courts  to  whom  the  trial 
of  fuch  contr overlies  heretofore  belonged 
and  not  before  the  court  of  the  dilli  ie.  of 
Columbia. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  fur, her  enabled,  That 
it  ihall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  ihenfis 
of  the  faid  counties  of  Montgomery,  and 
Prince  Georgs's  in  the  flute  of  Maryland, 
andforthe  thcrifl*  of  Fairfax  county  in 
the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  and  they 
lhall  refpeetively  have  full  passer,  and  an 
thority  to  enter  into  thois  parts  of  the 
now  diftrict  of  Columbia  which  were  hne- 
tofore  within  ike  limits  of  their  refpective 
bailiwicks  for  the  purpofe  of  arrefling  and 
conducing  to  the  refpective  jails  under 
theirkeeping  and  care  asthev  heretofore 
might  have  done  had  the  law  to  which  this 
is  a  fupplement  nevct  paued  ;  each  and 
every  perfon  within  the  limits  of  the 
diltrict  of  Columbia,upon  whom  fa$b  fhe- 
riff  hath  heretofore  ferved  a  writ  of  ca- 
pias ad  fatisf.icicndum,  capias  ad  refpon- 
dendum, attachment  or  other  pmcefs  ifu- 
ing  from  any  ftate  court  which  commands 
and  requires  fuch  lhcriiTs  to  ^ayi  I  .  '  .- 
dy  of  the  perfon  before  the  court  from 
which  fuch  writ  or  procefs  hath  ifTued. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
where  by  this  act,  and  the  act  to  which 
this  is  a  fupplement,  appointments  are 
authorifed  to  be  made  by  the  circuit  court 
of  the  diftrict,  it  fliall" be  lawful  for  the 
chief  judge,  with  one  of  the  affbeiate  juf- 
tices,  of  the  faid  court  to  make  fuch  ap- 
pointments.

Sec.  z.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That^ 
fuch  articles  ofthe  furniture  belonging  to- 
the Prefident's  houfhohl  as  may  bedecayT 
ed,  out  of  repair  or  unfit  for  life,  and  ai 
the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  fo, 


the  time  being  mav  direct,  and  all  the 
public  property  other  than  furniture  now 
he-longing  to  the  said  houlliold,  lhall  be 
Ibid  under  the  direction  of  the  heads  of 
the  feveral  departments  of  State,  of  the 
Treafury,  of  War,  and  of  the  Navy  ;  and 
that  the  proceeds  of  fuch  fales  be  expen- 
ded, in  addition  to  the  funds  already  ap- 
propriated for  that  purpofe,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  fame  officers  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  providing  furniture  for  the  houfe 
erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Prefident  of  the  United  States.

European  Intelligence. 

England. 

LONDON,  April  aa. 

This  morning  we  again  received  Paris 
Journals.  They  came  down  one  day- 
later  than  thofe  we  announced  y  elterdav. 
Their  contents  are  moft  interefling  but 
We  hope  will  not  receive  Confirmation. 
The  official  paper  is  not  among  thofe  that 
have  reached  us  ;  and  until  it  lhall  ar- 
rive, or  advices  from  our  own  comman- 
ders, we  fliall  not  be  able  to  determine 
what  degree  of  credit  is  due  to  the  news 
given  in  the  non-official  Journals  c"  the 
ioth  infl.  which  llate,  that  on  the  ?oth 
M  h,  the  1'iench  in  Eg)  pt  commanded 
by  Menou  in  perfon,  attacked  and  defea- 
ted Gen  vA  Abercrombie's  army,  killing 
3000  and  taking  600  prifoners,  and 
among  the  latter,  general  Abercrombie 
himfelf.  One  cf  the  accounts  is  from 
Multa,  the  other  comes  by  way  of  Naples 
and  Milan.  Refpecting  the  latter,  it 
[mayhe  obferved  that,  if  t'here  are  no 
mi  tajf  s  in  the  dates  the  news  mull  have 
reached  Naples  in  7  ir  8  days  from 
Egj  pt  j  for  it  would  take  about  3  days 
to  travel  from  Naples  to  Milan.  But 
on  the  whole  there  was  fufficient  time  for 
the  intelligence  by  one  route  or  other  to 
reach  Paris.  We  cannot  be  long  with- 
out a  knowledge  of  the  real  itate  of  mat- 
ters in  that  quarter. 

Thefe  papers  contain  a  copy  of  the 
fubmilfion  of  the  regency  of  Hanover  to 
the  terms  enjoined  by  oui  quondam  faith- 
ful ally  the  King  of  Prufiia. 

The  following  extracts  will  put  our 
readers  in  poflcfiion  of  every  thing  wor- 
thy of  notice  in  the  Paris  Journals  that 
have,  reached  us  : 

Paris,  April  17th. 
Letters  received  from  Malta  affert, 
that  general  Abercrombie,  attacked  at 
the  fame  time  by  the  garrifon  of  Alex- 
andria, and  by  general  Menou  in  perfon, 
who  fell  upon  the  left  of  the  enemy,  with 
more  than  10,000  men  and  30  pieces  of 
artillery,  has  been  completely  routed. 
According  to  thefe  letters,  3000  Ehglilh 
remained  on  the  held  of  battle,  and  900 
cut  off"  by  the  French  cavalry,  were 
made  prifoners.  General  Abercrombie 
is  among  the  number  of  the  latter.  This 
battle  is  faid  to  have  taken  place  on  the 
20th  March.

Head  Quartet  at  Milan,  April  2. 
I  take  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  com- 
municating to  you  the  news  which  I  have 
received  from  guncral  Murat,  the  com- 
mander in  chief.  He  announced  to  me 
that  the  peace  with  the  court  of  Naples, ! 
was  ligned  on  the  ayth  of  March.  In 
confeqtience  of  the  conditions  of  this  I 
peace,  the  advanced  guard  of  the  army 
of  observation  of  the  fouth,  cofifirting  of 
12,000  men,  has  fet  out  on  its  march  to 
occ\ipy  the  neninfula  of  Tarontum  and  1 
Otranto,  following  the  line  of  Gravina,  I 
as  far  as  the  mouth  of  the  Bradona  at  j 
the  fea.  Another  divifion,  of  about , 
4000,  will  occupy  Pcieara,  extending  its  I 
advanced  polls  as  far  as  Sangro,  without  | 
galling  that  limit.  The  court  of  Naples 
renounce*  the  illand  of  Elba,  and  all  its  • 
right  in  Tufcany.  AH  the  articles  of: 
the  armi.tice,  which  concern  the  Englifli  ! 
and  the  Turks,  will  be  religioully  obferv- 
ed. 


According  to  intelligence  which  ar- 
rived here  from  Naples  on  the  evening 
of  the  30th  March,  it  appears  certain, 
that  the  Englifh  have  been  beaten  in 
Egypt,  and  obliged  to  re-embark.  Com- 
municate, citizen,  if  you  pleafe,  this  joy- 
ful news  tothe  Cifalpine  government, 
and  accept  of  my  fentiments  of  eftecm 
and  friendfliip.

Yefterday  afternoon,  after  this  paper 
was  put  to  prefs,  lieutenant  colonel  Stew- 
art, of  the  20th  regiment  arrived  at  the 
admiralty  with  difpatches  from  Sir  Hy  de 
Parker;  the  fubftanceof  which  were  com- 
municated in  the  evening  to  the  Lord 
Mayor  by  a  letter  from  the  firlt  Lord  of 
the  Admiralty,  of  which  the  following  is 
a  copy. 

"My  Lord, 
"I  have  the  honor  to  acquaint  your 
Lordfhip  that  the  Hon.  Lieutenant  Colo- 
nel Stewart  arrived  this  day  with  difpat- 
ches from  Admiral  Sir  Hyde  Parker,  con- 
taining the  terms  of  an  armifticc  con- 
j  eluded  with  the  Danifli  government  on 
j  the  6th  infl.  by  which  it  is  agreed  that  no 
I  act  of  hoflilty  fliall  be  committed  by  eith- 
er party  on  the  coaft  of  the  different  I- 
flands  and  provinces  of  Denmark  and  Jut- 
land for  the  fpace  of  fourteen  weeks  ;  and 
fourteen  days  notice  to  be  given  before 
holtilities  are  recommenced.  The  court 
of  Denmark  has  agreed  to  fufpend  during 
that  period  her  co-operation  under  the 
treaty  of  armed  neutrality.

The  Military  Cbeif  and  the  Super inten- 
dant  of  Movements  to  the  Maritime  Pre- 
fect of  the  6th  Arroudisemcnt. 

Alexandria,  A/arch  16. 
Citizen  Prefect, 

On  the  firft  of  March,  the  enemy's  fleet 
was  defcried  from  Alexandria.  At  firft  we 
counted  100  fail,  which  came  in  fliore,  hy 
too,  and  during  the  night  bore  away  for 
Aboukir.  This  fleet,  compofed  of  about 
200  fail,  among  which  23  Englifli  fliips,or 
caravellas,  and  a  number  of  fmaller  ihips, 
moored  in  the  morning  of  March  2,  in  the 
road  of  Aboukir.  The  Englifh  fquadron 
which  blocked  up  our  port  joined  this  ex- 
pedition, and  opened  our  harbor  The 

frigates  La  Regencree  and  the  Lodi  avail- 
ed themfelves  of  thefe  polilions  to  enter 
the  Old  Harbor.  The  Regencree  call  an- 
chor at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 
the  Lodi  at  four  in  the  afternoon.  The 
latter  had  l«ft  Rochefort  in  company  with 
the  Africaine,  which  has  not  yet  arrived. 
In  the  morning  of  the  2d,  the  General  of 
Divifion  Friant,  commander  of  Alexan- 
dria, marched  for  Aboukir  with  a  part  of 
the  garrifon.  On  the  5th  in  the  evening 
two  of  the  enemy's  frigates  and  a  brigre- 
fumed  the  ftation  off"  the  port.  While  the 
enemy's  fleet  caft  anchor  at  Aboukir.  the 
wind  veered  to  the  north,  fomevvhat  fqual- 
ly.  -This  produced  a  ftrong  furf,  which 
prevented  the  enemy  effecting  their  lan- 
ding till  the  8th.  On  the  morning  of  the 
8th,  the  enemy  loaded  all  their  boats,  to 
the  number  of  about  400.  This  body 
fleeied  for  the  bay  of  Aboukir:.  They 
gained  the  land  in  good  order,  and  formed 
the  line  of  battle  the  moment  they  landed. 
Our  divifion  performed  prodigies  of  valor, 
in  oppoling  the  debarkation  but  Was  oblig- 
ed to  y  eild  to  numbers.  The  enemy  landed 
6  or  7,000  troops,  after  an  engagement 
in  which  they  muft  have  loft  100  men  and 
the  republic  about  250  killed  and  wound- 
ed. Among  the  latter  is  adjutant  gen. 
Martinet.  General  Friant  then  fell  back 
upon  Alexandria,  in  order  to  be  enabled 
to  cover  that  place.  The  enemy  did  not 
pals  the  peninfula.  The  fort  is  provided 
with  a  good  garrifon,  and  will  refill:  their 
attempts. 

The  brig  Lodi  brought  us  the  news  of 
the  conclulion  of  peace  with  the  emperor 
and  the  arrival  of  the  fquadron  of  Gen. 
Gantheaume  in  the  Mediterranean.  The 
enemy  employed  the  davs  fnbfeqent  to 
the  debarkation  in  eftabl idling  themfelves 
on  the  peninfula.  They  then  endeavour- 
ed to  advance  towards  Alexandria.  The 
advanced  pofts  fkirmiflied  for  fome  days, 
but  on  the  nth,  the  enemy  endeavoring 
to  gain  pofieffion  of  fome  important  polls, 
Gen.  Friant  attacked  them.  The  foccefi 
of  the  engagement  was  various  the  whole 
day  ;  but  attempting  to  carry  the  bridge 


•f  the  canal  of  Alexandria,  the  enemy 

wcrerepulfed,  and  compelled  to  abandon 
their  ucfign.  The,  battle  was  warm.  The 
enemy  loll  between  2  and  3,000  men,  and 
we  had  only  f,oo  killed  and  wounded,  we 
arc  informed  bydeferters — ift.  That  the 
enemy  have  15,000  men,  diftributed 
into  15  regiments,  confiding  of  French 
Emigrants,  Corficanr,  and  impertattftp, 
the  remainder  Engliih.  idly.  That  they 
are  commanded  by  Lord  Keith  for  the 
Naval,  and  Gen.  Abercrombie  for  the 
land  fervice.  On  the  14th  the  enemy 
made  no  movement.  On  the  ijjthi  in  the 
11101  uing,  they  attacked  the  fort  of  Abnu- 
kir. — During  the  laft  few  days  the  garri- 
fan  of  Alexandria  has  been  reinforced, 
which  raifes  our  number  to  between  4 
and  5,000. 

We  daily  expect  the  General  in  Cheif, 
Menou,  who  it  is  faid,  will  arrive  tomor- 
row with  the  army.  It  is  probable  that 
a  joint  attack  will  compel  the  enemy  to 
re-embark,  if  they  do  not  re-embark  be- 
fore it.  The  greater  part  of  the  enemy's 
fleet  are  at  anchor  at  Aboukir.  There 
are  conftantly  5  or  6  frigates  and  other 
fmall  veffels  which  block  up  the  harbor, 
and  cruife  between  Aboukir  and  Mcra- 
bouk.  Health  and  refpeel.

VIENNA,  March  a8. 
An  extraordinary  courier  arrived  here 
this  day,  from  Gen.  Moreau  to  the  Arch- 
duke Charles  :  his  pailport  ftated,  that 
he  was  to  ufe  the  titmoft  fpeed  by  the 
way,  being  charged  with  difpatches,  of 
the  greater  importance.

The  following  letters  containing  inform- 
atien  of  a  very  interefting  nature  have 
been  received  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  col.  Flumphreys 
to  the  fecretary  of  Rate,  dated  April 
14th  1801. 

"I  think  I  cannot  difplay  too  much  ea- 
gernefs  in  communicating  to  you,  by  dif- 
ferent conveyances,  the  news  this  mo- 
ment received  by  me  from  Algiers.  I 
haften  then  to  tranfmit  copies  of  conful 
O'Brien's  letter  to  the  6th  inltant,  which 
came  to  me  through  the  department  of 
the  firft  minifter  of  ftate  of  his  Catholic 
majelty — From  the  laft  of  thefe  letters 
you  will  learn,  that  the  Bey  of  Tripoli, 
having  refufed  the  mediation  of  Algiers, 
the  prefents  fent  from  thence  and  the 
bills  of  conful  Cathcart,  was  determined 
upon  war  againft  the  United  States,  and 
was  fending  his  cruifers  to  fea  according- 
ly. It  is  devoutly  to  be  wifhed  that  he 
may  foon  have  reafon  to  repent  this 
wicked  and  rafh  proceeding  at  his  leifure. 
As  it  is  a  confiderable  time  lince  conful 
Cathcart  (whom  I  confider  a  very  faith- 
ful &  vigilenl  public  officer)  took  the  wife 
precaution  of  giving  extenfive  advice  of 
the  great  probability  of  this  event,  I 
Cannot  but  hope  that  oar  unarmed  mer- 
chant veffels  will  not  be  expofed  to  thu 
hazard  of  falling  into  the  poffeifion  of 
thefe  pirates,  but  that  they  will  rather 
be  retained  in  port  (however  inconveni- 
ent or  expenfive  it  may  be)  until  they  can 
be  protected  by  armed  veffels  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  adequate  to  the  purpofe. 
On  the  policy  of  repelling  force  by  force, 
and  of  bloc  king  the  ports  of  this  aggrelTor, 
I  can  add  little  to  the  motives  which  I 
have  already  had  the  honor  to  offer.  I 
may,  however,  juft  be  allowed  to  fay, 
that  the  circumftatucs  fecm  more  than  at 
any  former  time  to  reduce  us  to  the  al- 
ternative of  having  a  few  frigates  and 
light  armed  veffels  in  the  Mediteranean, 
or  of  relinquilhing  our  trade  in  it.  To 
be  at  war  with  one  of  the  B.irbarv  pow- 
ers, fubjects  our  commeree  to  nearly  the 
fame  rilk  as  to  be  at  war  with  all  of  them. 
To  challife  that  haughty  but  contempti- 


ble power  which  now  d:u;es  f.rfl;  to  infult 
us  by  its  aggrefiion  would  certainly  fcrve. 
not  only  ?s  a  fahitarv  example  to  the 
other  piraticaTltates,  but  it  would  pro- 
duce an  almolt  incalculable  effect  in  ele- 
vating our  national  character  in  the  efti- 
maticn  of  all  Europe."

SIR, 

The  Algeiine  corfairs  are  as  yet  all  ir 
port,  and  wait  the  refuit  of  the  fecom 
million  to  Conftantinople.  I  hope  fome- 
thlng  will  come  forward  from  the  Lnittc 
Stales  before  they  fail ;  if  not  1  have  m\ 
fears.  On  the  lit  inft.  I  lent  to  the  Dey, 
requefting  he  would  permit  a  fecond  let- 
ter to  be  wrote  by  his  orders  to  the  Ba- 
ihaw  of  Tripoli ;  he  anfwered  that  his 
letter  had  certainly  gone  fafe,  and  would 
anfwer  the  delired  effect.  April  5th— 
this  morning  at  8  A.  M.  the  prime  minif- 
ter of  Algiers  fent  a  choux  or  conftable 
to  me  to  inform  me  that  the  Americans 
were  in  arrears  in  their  annuities  nearly 
three  years,  that  what  had  been  lem 
lately  is  very  trifling,  and  that  the  Dey  is 
not  well  pleafedat  this  neglect  or  deten- 
tion. I  anfwered  by  my  drogerman,  to 
give  mv  beft  refpects  to  the  prime  mini- 
fter ;  to  inform  him  that  in  our  laft  fet- 
tlement  we  arranged  the  annuities  for 
two  years'  and  nine  months  ;  that  one 
year  was  conlideredby  the  United  States 
to  be  omitted  ;  that  we  had  brought  fun- 
dry  ftores  lince  (in  the  Sophia  and  Wafli- 
ington)  which  were  not  counted;  that 
great  commiifions  of  timber  and  other 
articles  were  wrote  for  or  ordered  by  the 
regency  on  the  annuities  ;  that  thefe  ar- 
ticles, I  expected,  were  preparing  in  the 
U.  States  to  be  lhipped  for  Algiers  ;  that 
our  rivers  were  frozen  till  March,  and 
that  by  this  time  I  expected  faid  articles 
were  lhipped,  and  would  of  courfe  come 
forward  fufficie-nt  to  anfwer  all  the  re- 
quifite  Imputations  on  the  part  of  the  U. 
States,  which  were  due  to  the  regency. 

The  prime  minifter  oblerved,  that  we 
were  in  much  arrears,  more  fo  than  is 
cuftomary  to  admit  any  nation  ;  that  he 
hoped  thefe  requilite  articles  on  the  an- 
nuities would  foon  arrive  at  Algiers  ; 
thatthey  were  the  chain  of  our  friendfhip 
with  this  regency. — This  looks  fqually. 
Sir,  I  am  very  refpectfully, 
Your  moft  obedient  fervant.

Esteemed  sir, 

Yefterday  I  received  letters  from  Con- 
ful Cathcart,  dated  Tripoli,  the  19th  and 
z6th  of  February.  The  Bafhaw  of  Tri- 
poli has  difregarded  the  friendly  letters 
and  interference  of  the  Dey  of  Algiers  ; 
has  rejected  to  receive  the  prefents  I  fent 
from  Algiers.  Conful  Cethcart  offered 
to  give  him  bills,  &c.  to  the  amount  of 
25,000  dollars,  to  gain  time  to  have  a  re- 
ference to  the  United  States  ;  but  this 
alfo  was  rejected.  Our  treaty  is  in  a 
manner  declared  void,  and  the  Bafhaw  of 
Tripoli  has  fent  his  corfairs  to  fea,  with 
an  intent  to  capture  Americans.  He 
wants  war  and  he  fliould  have  it.  Even 
if  he  fhould  accept  of  the  bills,  I  have 
not  money  or  credit  to  pay  or  anfwer 
them;  further,  it  would  be  eftablifhing 
an  example  for  Algiers  and  Tunis  to 
make  greater  demands,  and  I  have  no 
fuch  powers  to  aft  without  a  reference 
on  fuch  a  great  affair,  to  the  government 
and  mr.  Smith.  I  have  fent  many  im- 
portant papers  on  this  bufmefs  to  mr.
